SCHACTMAN, who Is now national Chairman of the Independent 
Socialist League* Informant advised that at this time* DARCY 
and SCHACTMAN were both with the Communist Party which at that 
time had Its headquarters in Chicago and that DARCY had come 
to New York and In the early 1930 is went to a Party position 
on the Vest Coast* 

He stated that DARCY had achieved his high position 
In the Communist Party leadership through his work In the 
San Francisco general strike which had occurred In either 
1934 or 1935 and .had subsequently gone abroad to meet the 
Important Comnunlst functionaries In Europe* He noted that 
DARCY attended the Seventh World Congress In Europe and re- 
mained abroad for over a ^ear. Informant stated that these 
experiences gave DARCY a preferred position within the 
Communist Party and that DARCY had been sent to Philadelphia 
as district organizer, District #3* Communist Party. 

It was at Philadelphia, according to Inf ormant, , 
that DARCY became acquainted with JOSEPHINE TRU8L0W ADAMS, 
whom informant described as the personal liaison agent between 
the late President ROOSEVELT and EARL BROWDER during World 
War II. DARCY and ADAMS became very close and according to 
Informant, DARCY was "adopted 1 * by ADAMS and took the name 
of ADAMS using this name for quite some time instead of his 
true name DARCY. Eventually, DARCY resumed the use of his 
own name, taking the name ADAMS as a middle name. 

Informant stated that in the January, 19l|4 plenary 
session of the Communist Party. EARL BROWDER proposed the

Informant noted that also backing DARCY was WILLIAM 
Z. POSTER and stated that DARCY continued his outspoken attacks 
against the revisionist attitude of BROWDER for which he was 
expelled in the spring of 19itf> for allegedly circulating a 
slanderous letter against the Party to the Philadelphia press. 
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Informant continued that after the 19l|5 national

Communist Parties in European countries and the feeling 
supported by the Communist Party, USA. To illustrate this, 
Informant cited two examples* 

He stated that at the -time of the dispute over 
Srleste by Italy and Yugoslavia, the Italian Communist Tarty 
followed one line, -whereas the Communist Party of Yugoslavia 
took a different line* Consequently, the comrades in the 
Italian field, Communist Party, USA, desired to follow the 
line of the Italian Communist Party> whereas persons active 
in the Yugoslavian work in the American Party desired to 
follow the line of the Yugoslavian Communist Party.
